I put those two leaves under the glass top of my work desk and so see 
them every day. Beside them is a brief line, w ritten in the hand of the 
poetess herself. Celia Thaxter, and this is it: “The Sunrise has never failed 
us yet.” 
I think over this line and ponder upon the beauty and mystery of th e 
leaves. I marvel at the beautiful shapes given to leaves by the Creator. 
No m atter from w hat plant or tree, its leaf is a thing of beauty. To see 
them unfold in the springtim e and then look upon them throughout the 
summer until autum n’s frost paints them in their wedding glory, is an in ­ 
spiring experience. How delicate and full of a rt each line through these 
leaves, and how perfect the outline of the edge of the leaf th a t gives to it 
its name and character! 
Nature is so full of glory in the autum n. How silent and regretful each 
leaf as it silently falls to the earth. 
I have stood and watched these 
leaves take their last farewell of th e branches from which they sprang. 
And, as they lie scattered about the ground, and the feet shuffle through 
them, with th a t unique sound so characteristic of fallen leaves, memories 
cluster thick and fast. 
To me the odor of autum n, and the leaves, is something for which we 
all should be grateful. Nourishm ent is given to the ground, and protec­ 
tion to young roots and shrubbery.
